Sugar Beets 
At Bassano

Sugar Beet question will 
not down and gradually a real 
live imterest is developing, that 
gives the impression that the far 
mers in the Bow Valley are giving 
the matter their most careful con 
sideration.

“It would take quite a lengthy 
letter to give you all the infomn- 
ation concerning what has been 
done toward obtaining a factory in 
this district, but, briefly, I may 
say that we have organized the 
farmers of the district and have 
now a little better than 10,000 ac- 
res signed up which the farmers, 
members of the Association, have 
promised to put into proper condi 


tion suitable for the growing ol 
sugar beets by the spring of the 
year 1982. 


This means, of course, that that 
acreage will have been either man 
ured in alfalfa or sweet clover or 
summerfallowed and Fall irrigated 
In the fall of 1931 and acceptable 
to the Sugar Beet Company's Field 
Representatives. 

However, I may say, that repre 
sentations were made to the Hon. 
R B Bennett, Prime Minister of 
Canada, with a view to either in- 
creasing the tariff against foreign 
produced sugar. Or, in the alter- 
native, granting a subsidy of $1.00 
@ cwt. on home produced sugar. 
The matter waa discussed in the 
House of Commons in the special 
session just completed when Mr 
Bennett informed the House that, 
owing tothe complexity of the 
question and the different angles 
appertaining thereto, the Govern: 
ment, had not had time to thor 
oughly and properly investigate 
the situation but that, at the next 
Bession of Parliament to be held 
during the coming winter, the mat- 
ter would be gone into more fully. 

With regard to your suggestion 
that a speaker from this town g0| 
to Strathmere should a suitable 
meeting be arranged, I would be 
very glad to place before the bus- 
tness men of Strathmore exactly 
what has been done to date. 

I am quite ‘sure that Mr T G

pleased to go to Strathmore, when 
he could give you full and com- 
plete information, 0» Mr J S Tem- 
pest. of the Departmen: of the In.

We appreciate very much your 
interest and, if any beets are 
grown in your district should we 
get a factory here, I am sure you 
will find that it would be of great

Argentine is Problem 

Britishers with whom I discus 
sed Mr Bennett's speech expressed 
some doubt as to whether any form 
of protection in England can be 
arranged that will shut out Argen 
tine wheat due to the enormous 
benefit Britain derives from he 
trade with that country. Neverthe 
less they realize that Bennett's 
proposal gives Canada a strong 
weapon for bargaining purposes. 

The Baldwinites seem to be de 
lighted in Bennett’s pronounce 
ment. The speech of Mr Thomas, 
secretary for the Dominions, was 
obviously sparring for time, and 
Im this it is believed he had the 
tull approval of Mr Bennett who 
realizes that British opinion, being 
In a receptive mood, will be stir 
red by Canada's presentment of 
the Dominions’ case. Mr Bennett 
probably feels that public opinion 
will force acceptance in some 
form of his plan even if the Labor 
government does not now see eye 
to eye with him on ft. 

Protection Sweeps Britain. 


British commercial leaders await- 
ed the Imperial Conference key- 
hote speeches on economic pro- 


blems with the utmost interest. 
The earlier expectations that the 
Conference would find the solution 
of the problem of the economic in- 
tegration of the British Empire had 
given way to a more definite feel- 
ing that little assurance of concer- 
ted Empire-wide action could be 
counted on at once. Nevertheless 
Canadian delegates and visitors 
have been impressed with the 
truly remarkable change of sentt- 
ment regarding protection and Im- 
perial preferences that has swept 
over Britain in the last few months

PASSION PLAY HELD 
AT OBERAMMARGAU 


Oberammargau is a charming 
village in a familiar mountain set- 
ling, something like Jasper Park 
Valley; but the spectacle which we 
saw at the station platform was 
most disconcerting; we were met 
by a flock of porters with long 
floating hair, beautifully sham- 
pooed, and waving beards, many of 
them mere youths. 

In addition to the uniform caps 
of proper station porters, they 
wore the costume of the country, 
which we had already seen on the 
streets of Munich; leather shorts 
ending above the knee, embroid- 
ered braces, with a cross piece in 
front, and brilliantly embroidered 
waistcoats, knitted calf bands end- 
ing below the knee, and an inch or 
two above the ankle and decorated 
with swinging tassels, and finally 


shoes over their apparent bare 
feet. as their sox ended at the 
ankle. 


I wondered if this were some 
sort of novel railway publicity, 
but discovered that it was only the 
villagers, who had let their hair 
and beards grow several months 
back, in anticipation of taking 
part in the play, so as not to have 
to wear wigs and false beards. 

About five hundred village peo 
ple have roles or walking on parts 
in the production but they keep 
right on with their regular jobs 
five days a week and algo act a3 
station porters. as extra work, and 
some of them aiso run big boarding 
houses, 

We were portered by a Roman 
soldier from the mob scene, and 
we lodged with Hugo Rutz, the 
village blacksmith, who played the 
part of Caraphus, the High Priest, 
most magnificently. His son was 
the angel at the tomb and his small 
daughter was a cherub in the res- 
urrection tableau. 


‘The village was like a movie 
setting, with its three and four 
storied Tyrolese houses plastered 


outside in colors from the rainbow 
and some times frescoed elaborate 
ly with religious pictures. Hugo for 
instance had his smithy in one 
corner of his house and betwen it 
and the front door was a nicely 
painted Madonna, around which 
vines had been trained to flower. 
All the little balconies were gay 
with flower boxes.

what the British Empire should do 
in the way of its tariff.
